It is a reasonable application of the anti-trust provision' of the Sher- 


man law. The wonder is why this decision did not come sooner and why 
so very many mammoth corporations have been allowed to grow in open 
liolalion of this provision of law. There has been a cry for more law for 
'Ihe suppression of (he trusts, but this decision makes clear the fact that 
the Sherman nnfi-irust law is sufficient for Ihe suppression of all trusts 
and combines in restraint of trade.

of Criminal Law—This Bill Was 
Twice Vetoed by Ex-Governor 
Draper 


BOSTON, May 17.—The unconstitu- 


tionally of the cight-Iiour bill for 
public employes was affirmed .by the 
supreme court in an opinion sent to the 
nenate yesterday. 
The measure, which 


was twice vetoed by Gov. Draper, went 
through both branches for 
a 
third 


time during the present session 
but 


was sent to the supreme court princi- 
pally on the question of the legality 
of one clause. 


The court held to be unconstitutional 


tho clause providing that 'the fact that 
a public employe-was discovered work- 
ing more than eight hours a day should 
be prima facie evidence that the act 
was being violated. 


Decision of the Court 


In its decision, the court says: 


1 "The; right of acquiring, possessing 
and protecting property and the right 
to the enjoyment of life, liberty or 
property are secured to every citizen 
by;the constitution of Massachusetts 
as well as by the constitution of tho 
United States. These rights include the 
J'lght to..tise one's powers and facul- 
ties in any reasonable vay^for. the pro- 
motion of his interests and the righl 
to m.lke contracts with others. 


"These riglile can "be1 regulated by 


the legislature, in the exercise of tho 
police power, only in the interest of the 
public health, the public safety or the. 
public morals, and, in a ceVtaln =»•>•=•
